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REASONS FOR HIGH COST OF PAPER ARE EXPLAINED 


Alexander Thomson, Sales Manager of the Champion Coated Paper Co., Hamilton, Ohio., Interestingly Outlines 
to Paper Jobbers in Chicago What Has Led to Increased Prices for Paper—Address Follows Banquet 


at the Rotary Club at Which Fred S. Dresskell and Robert Butterworth of the Chicago Sales 
Force of the Champion Paper Company Are Hosts. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Cuicaco, November 14, 1916.—Alexander 
Thomson, sales manager of the Champion 
Coated Paper Company of Hamilton, O., 
was the guest of honor at a_ banquet 
at the Rotary Club, which was held on last 
Thursday evening at the Hotel Stratford in 
Chicago. Thirty-five paper jobbers of the 
city were the invited guests of Fred 5S. 
Dresskell and Robert Butterworth, members 
of the Rotary Club and constituting the 
Chicago sales force of the Champion Coated 
Paper Company. Mr. Thompson spoke on 
“Why the High Cost of Paper.” He was 
introduced by Walter Dwight, head of the 
Dwight Brothers Paper Company, who 
said that he had known Mr. Thomson for 
a long time, and assured the 275 Rotarians 
and their guests that they might take any- 
thing he said as being the plain, unvarnished 
truth. 

Mr. Thomson made an exceedingly inter- 
esting address, speaking in part as follows: 


Impressions Regarding Paper Prices 


“In an unprecedented emergency which 
has caused so important a commodity as 
paper to rise in price to an extent which has caused much friction 
and necessitated much adjustment, I feel it a pleasure as well as a 
duty to offer as full an explanation as possible of the causes that 
have led to the present situation. 

“It seems to be common opinion that the present level of 
paper prices—and they haven’t been so very level either—is 
caused by a combination of the war in Europe and the grasp- 
ing cupidity of the United States paper manufacturer. Now, 
I am perfectly willing to admit that the war has had some- 
thing to do with paper prices, and the United States paper 
manufacturer may desire to make an honest penny when he 
sees the first real chance since the panic in 1906. There are, 
however, some very real reasons why paper prices are high 
that have nothing to do with the war or the thriftiness of the 
domestic manufacturer. 


Mr. Taft’s Reciprocity Arrangement 

“A number of years ago when Mr. Taft was President, he 
conceived a reciprocity idea with Canada. Tucked securely 
away in one corner of this reciprocity treaty was a little clause, 
so little that nobody apparently noticed it except those who 
were interested in having had it tucked in there, (you see, as 
the schoolboy said, ‘I ain’t namin’ no names’). This little 
clause was worded to the effect that whether the Canadian 
Government accepted reciprocity or not, nevertheless pulp and 
paper valued at not over 2% cents per pound were to come into 
the U. S. free of charge. As is well known, Canada rejected 
the treaty, but she couldn’t reject that double-barreled section 
of it, which immediately opened this country wide to the news- 
paper and pulp of Canada and under ‘the favored nations 
clause,’ to practically every nation on earth. 

“The immediate result of this gentle ‘love tap’ by our ad-

As 
there were already more mills in this coun- 
try making book paper than there seemed 
customers to use the paper, there was in a 
short time a very pretty state of demorali- 
zation in the paper manufacturing business 
in this country. To complete the picture, 
our astute Canadian friends having already 
been presented with the news paper manu- 
facturing business of the United States by 
the United States Government very cleverly 
decided to make the situation a little more 
‘air tight,’ arranging to put an export duty 
on any pulp wood exported to this country 
from Canada. I am reciting this tale of 
woe, not to ask your sympathy, but merely 
as an explanation of the decline in paper 
and pulp manufacturing in the 
States. 
“The reasons for

this decline are not 

“With unimportant exceptions, there has been no increase in 
the paper and pulp capacity of this country since this body 
blow struck. During the succeeding years, many mills 
have been built in Canada by American as well as Canadian 
capital, and many American workmen have 
Canada to help operate them. When the reciprocity treaty 
was Offered to Canada, this country was importing from that 
country about 100,000 tons of news-print yearly; this year we 
will import, if we maintain the present rate, over 1,100,000 
tons. Is it any wonder that when the United States newspaper 
publisher turns to the domestic manufacturer of news-print 
with request for prices and deliveries, the latter may be a 
little inclined to point across the border and say ‘Let George V 
do it,’ for had it not been for the reciprocity treaty which led 
to the Canadian invasion of news paper, which by reflex action 
causes the great over-production of book paper in this country, 

Would Have Prevented Rising Prices 

“I can see no reason why the domestic manufacturers should 
not have made their usual increases in capacity, which up to 
that time had amounted to about 10 per cent. per year. Such 
an increase, continued up to the beginning of the European 
war, would have given this country a paper-producing capacity 
which although it might not have been entirely able to take 
care of the present situation would certainly have prevented 
the price from rising to present or soaring to the higher figures 
which seem imminent. 


Why Book Paper Prices Have Increased 


“You naturally are interested in the present and future of 
paper prices; you want to know why book paper should cost 
today 834 cents and up instead of 3% cents, and how much it 
will cost next winter and next. year. 


was 
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“Tet me tell you frankly, in the first place, that paper has 
been selling too cheap in this country for several years, for 
reasons which I have already tried to outline to you. It will 
never again be as cheap as during the period of depression in 
the years 1913 and 1914, no matter how depressed business 
may become. 

“The only thing which could possibly bring the price of 
paper back to its former figures would be a revolution in the 
price of wages, which history teaches us is not likely to occur. 

“You have, of course, heard so repeatedly of the increases in 
the costs of chemicals, pulp, labor, coal and other articles 
which go into the manufacture of paper that a repetition might 
be tiresome. 

“T feel that you should know, however, specifically just how 
great this increase in cost has been as far as I am able to give 
you the information. 

“During the latter part of 1915 bleached sulphite pulp sold 
at a universal price of 2.75 per cwt. It is always sold on the 
basis of 10 per cent. moisture content, which would make the 
net price as it is put into the beaters at the paper mill, approxi- 
mately 3 cents per pound, Today this same pulp is command- 
ing 8 cents per pound, and as ‘it contains 10 per cent. of mois- 
ture it is necessary to add 80 cents per cwt. to the price instead 
of 27'%4 cents as was necessary when the price was 2% cents, 
in order to arrive at the net price. 


The Advance in Sulphite Pulp 


“The reason that sulphite pulp has advanced to this extent 
is primarily on account of the shutting off of the imports of 
Scandinavian pulps. We have been importing for several 
years a gradually increasing tonnage until during the last six 
months of 1915 and the first three months of 1916 we were 
bringing in approximately 45,000 tons per month from Sweden 
and Norway. In April this volume of imports commenced to 
shrink and by July it had gotten down to approximately 10,000 
tons per month. Last week there was only 1,000 tons of 
Scandinavian pulp brought in, or about one-tenth of the normal 
supply. This Scandinavian pulp is nearly all unbleached and 
the market today is approximately 634 cents per pound, 
whereas late in 1915 the same pulp could have been bought 
for $1.90 per cwt. It is of course little wonder that there have 
been advances in the prices of paper based on these prices for 
pulp. 

“The advances in the prices of chemicals have been very 
much more spectacular and adequate supplies are not obtain- 
able at any price. Rosin has advanced in price from $3.50 to 
approximately $6.00 per barrel and there is about 1% per cent. 
of rosin in all book paper. Alum has more than doubled in 
price, going from 90 cents per 100 pounds to a little over 2 
cents. 


Higher Fourdrinier Wires 


“Before the war many of the domestic paper mills were 
buying their Fourdrinier wires from Scotland and Germany 
and the domestic mills were curtailing their output from 20 to 
35 per cent. in consequence, simply because they could not 
meet the competition of the foreigner based on the lower cost 
of labor. Naturally the domestic paper mill had to buy his 
wires in the cheapest market, just as we have always expected 
the paper consumer to do. The result, however, was decidedly 
without benefit to either the paper manufacturer or the wire 
weaver, as times were so bad because of the enormous importa- 
tions of various commodities that the paper manufacturer was 
unable to run full so that the only beneficiary of the importa- 
tions of wires were the Scottish and German wire weavers who 
ran merrily full while the domestic weavers were shutting 
down. It is at least partly for this reason that domestic Four- 
drinier wires are now practically unobtainable, as, of course, 


the domestic weaver failed to increase his plant in the face of 
free trade competition which has taken place during the past 
four years, and is not in a position today to’replace the busi- 
ness which hitherto went abroad. Some day the American 
people will wake up to the fact that it is a great deal safer to 
have adequate facilities at home to take care of the entire 
production of any commodity than to buy the same commodity 
abroad even at a cheaper price. 


Orders from Abroad 


“The mills have repeatedly been favored with orders sent in 
from customers abroad whom they probably have never heard 
of before and in many cases have to consult an atlas before 
they can locate the customer’s place of business. I have my- 
self repeatedly had to look up the names of strange sounding 
towns in Africa, Java, South America, Japan and other foreign 
countries in order that I might write polite letters declining 
unsolicited orders, amounting to a total of at least 15 per cent. 
of our output for the year. 

“Qur statistical bureau advises us that at least one-third of 
the total output of the American Book Mills could be sold 
abroad without special solicitation and at prices higher than 
the domestic consumer is paying. 


Cannot Produce Unlimited Paper. 


“The mills of the United States are working to full capacity 
for the first time in many years, but they can not produce an 
unlimited amount of paper. At the beginning of the last-men- 
tioned fiscal year, the book mills in the United States were 
losing on the average about 16 per cent. of their time on 
account of poor business conditions. About the first of Sep- 
tember of last year the demand began to increase and has con- 
tinued up to the present time. The mills at the same time, of 
course, increased their operations with the demand until the 


maximum was reached. Since the first of March of this year 
the book mills in this country have run slightly over 97 per 
cent. of the time continuously, that is to say, counting 24 hours 
to the working day and six days to the week they have on the 


average lost but 3 per cent. of the actual time. This loss is 
accounted for by accidents, shortages of supplies, transporta- 
tions and labor difficulties, etc. Ordinarily an industry which 
operates at 90 per cent. of its rates capacity in prosperous 
times is thought to be doing well. 


High Prices for Spot Deliveries 


“The high prices currently reported for book papers: are 
mostly for spot deliveries. I believe I am safe in stating that 
at least 50 per cent. of the output of our book mills is still 
being delivered on old contracts at former prices, although the 
paper has been produced with high price materials and higher- 
priced labor. This fact, of course, materially reduces the 
profits which the mills are reputed to be making. Of course 
these contracts will run out eventually and will not be renewed 
at former prices. Nearly all of the large mills in the United 
States have been in the habit of contracting from 50 to 80 per 
cent. of their total output and of course could not foresee the 
conditions which have come about during the past six months. 

“Taking it altogether the manufacture of paper today is not 
an easy game, although one that will appeal to any one who is 
fond of excitement and who likes to take a few gambling 
chances. 

“T believe that the paper manufacturers of the United States 
have on the whole acted towards their trade in as creditable a 
manner as any men in any other business. We have realized 
that while the present is a seller’s market, conditions will some 
day be reversed and that the Golden Rule is today a good 
maxim under which to operate.

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ANTICIPATE COMPLICATIONS 
OVER PULP AND PULP WOOD 


Up-State Authorities Assert That England Is Planning to 
Requisition All Pulp and Paper Manufactured in Canada 
—While This Would Remove Canada as a Competitor It 
Would Not Help the Domestic Market Because of Insufh- 
cient Supplies—Reciprocal Arrangement With Canada or 
Retaliatory Action by the United States Is Suggested as 
Only Manner in Which to Solve Difficult Matter. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Watertown, N. Y., November 13, 1916.—International compli- 
cations between Canada and the United States over the pulp and 
and pulp wood situation are anticipated by many of the local paper 
manufacturers. As soon as the European war is over a situation 
is expected to develop which will be fraught with unpleasantness, 
and while it is not thought that any hard feelings will arise be- 
tween England and this country, it is foreseen here that a com- 
mercial war will develop. 


May Requisition Pulp and Paper 


On good authority some of the local paper manufacturers are 
informed that England is planning to requisition all pulp and 
paper manufactured in Canada and compel its shipment to Eng- 
land. This may happen immediately, and the step may not be 
taken until after the close of the war. But it is understood here 
that such a move is under consideration and is practically certain 
of being adopted. 

While paper manufacturers recognize that this would take 
Canadian paper mills out of local competition, they also realize 
that with the great demand and insufficient supply of the present 
there could be no advantage in this market. Even with the Cana- 
dian supply there is a shortage of paper in this country. They 
agree that demand and supply govern the price of the commodity 
and the wage that shall be paid in its manufacture. The chief 
thing that will have an evil effect here would be the withdrawal of 
Canadian wood from this section. Many of the local mills depend 
upon Canada for pulp wood, and it is understood the proposed 
action would bar it from crossing the border. They may put an 
export duty on all freehold wood. Already no Crown lands wood 
is available. Even now the local mills are suffering on account of 
inability to move the pulp wood on account of a shortage of box 
cars. Last year the province of Ontario did relent a little and per- 
mit the shipment of some Crown land wood, because the families 
that depend upon lumbering were starving. 


Reciprocal Arrangement Proposed 


The only alternative that will meet the proposed embargo on 
pulp wood to this country is believed to be a reciprocal arrange- 
ment with Canada, This would relieve the situation somewhat, but 
in event of a refusal of reciprocity the next step would naturally 
be a retaliatory tariff by the United States upon commodities from 
this country necessary to the manufacture of paper. 

The paper mills and trains that haul the pulp wood in Canada 
are all supplied with coal from this side. They use thousands of 
tons each year, and just at present the coal supply is one of the 
questions that annoy local paper manufacturers. “Tons of coal 
go there and we suffer accordingly,” is the way one prominent 
paper manufacturer put it. If the English Government requisition 
all the paper and bar the exportation of pulp wood, even though 
the lands might be owned by local manufacturers, the only act 
that could relieve the situation seems to be either a reciprocal 
agreement or retaliatory action by the United States. 


Trend of Prices Continues Upward 


Although the election is over and one reason of excessive using 
of print paper is over, the price still seems to advance and the 
supply does not seem to lower, In fact local manufacturers see 
no change. The price is a little higher, and it is believed will 
continue its upward trend. Some of the local mills are getting 
as high as six and one-half cents a pound, and refuse many orders, 
The cost of materials is also advancing, and labor is high. 

Local manufacturers maintain that labor is the largest item of 
cost that enters a roll of paper. From the tree in the woods to 
the paper in the newsboy’s bag, there is not a place where the 
workman has not gotten more money than formerly. Then, the 
cost of wood here is also advancing. Peeled wood costs $13.50 
and rossed wood is as high as $16. All other materials still go 
higher in cost. 


Publishers Will Suffer Most 


Paper mill men here claim that the requisition of Canadian 
paper by the English Government and its shipment abroad will 
not hurt them, but that the publishers will be the people to suffer, 
Where the mill owners will be seriously affected will be an export 
duty on wood. The manufacturers seem to be convinced that some 
drastic move is now pending across the border. 


Suggest Exchange to Stimulate Business 


The Associated Dealers in Paper Mill Supplies of New York 
held their monthly meeting and dinner at Mouquin’s, Wednesday 
evening, November 8. 

The program of this meeting called for the annual election 
of officers, but because of the failure to obtain a quorum no legal 
meeting and election resulted. But the gathering of those inter- 
ested in the welfare of the association was productive of several 
excellent suggestions regarding the forming of an exchange. 
James Pirnie, president; Daniel Hicks, treasurer, and F. H. 
Chase, secretary, outlined their ideas concerning the establish- 
ment of an exchange. They brought forth the argument that 
an intelligently conducted exchange would be of immense value 
to paper mill dealers, as it would afford an opportunity for them 
to meet and talk over conditions. The feature of the exchange 
would be the chance that it would give buyers to meet the dealers 
and learn what they had to sell and their prices. 

The three men who explained the exchange idea were emphatic 
in their belief that it would result in material good for dealers. 

Mr. Chase suggested that details be worked out and a scheme 
completed for holding an exchange meeting once a week, and if 
this worked out successfully the meetings could be increased. 

President Pirnie, acting upon a unanimous motion, instructed 
Mr. Chase to investigate the matter of securing a room for this 
purpose, with all of the data possible and to frame a letter deal- 
ing with the subject in detail, to be mailed to all members of the 
association, so that they will be thoroughly acquainted with the 
proposition when it comes up before the next regular meeting on 
second Wednesday of December. 

It is hoped that all members of the association will be present 
at this meeting, as the postponed election of officers will be held 
then. 

The three members of the Banquet Committee were announced 
as Robert Atterbury, James Rosenberg and P. M. McNeil.

Aroostook Pulp Company Is Located on Its Line by the Bangor 


& Aroostook Railroad Company—Immediate Investment 


Will Be Over Half a Million Dollars in Plant to Make 
Sulphate Pulp from Waste Wood from Saw Mills—E. P. 
Lindsey, George Lewis and E. M. Blandin Are Interested 
in the Venture—To Begin Operation in June with Capac- 


ity of 30,000 to 40,000 Tons. 


The Aroostook Pulp Company is to engage in the manufacture 
of sulphate or Kraft pulp at Van Buren, Me., according to press 
dispatches. 

Railroad Development 

Last spring the Bangor & Aroostook Railroad Company an- 
nounced the appointment of Frank C. Wright of Bristol, Tenn., as 
industrial agent, and at the same time made public its intention of 
making a strenuous effort to bring new industries into the State 
with a view to locating them on its lines. At that time President 
Todd and Mr. Wright made a tour through Aroostook county 
holding conferences with the various boards of trade of the dif- 
ferent towns and outlining their plans, all of which were to be 
developed, so far as the cost of the effort was concerned, at the 
expense of the railroad company. Since then very little has ap- 
peared in the public press as to the results of the plans at that 
time outlined, but the announcement above was given out late 
last week. 

Investment of Half Million Dollars 


The immediate investment, it is said, will be half a million dollars 
and the plant will consist of a substantial brick building about 400 
feet by 100, with boilers capable of producing 1,800 horse power. 

The capitalists behind this new company, E. P. Lindsey of Bos- 
ton; George Lewis of Holyoke, Mass., and E. M. Blandin of Bath, 
N. H., are the same persons who have recently acquired the paper 
mill at Howland, Maine, and they are already engaged at several 
other points in the manufacture of sulphate. 

C. A. Ring of Bangor, is the chief engineer of all their plants 
and will give his personal attention to the immediate construction 
of the new mill at Van Buren. 

While the final arrangements were only completed about two 
weeks ago, already some $200,000 worth of machinery has been 
acquired in various cities and a large amount of brick and other 
building material bought in Brewer, and about $15,000 worth of 
machinery purchased in Bangor; brick has also been bought at two 
other places and work on the foundation is to commence at once. 


Expected to Start Next June 


It is anticipated that the new plant will be in full operation by 
next June and that its capacity when in thorough working order 
will, be 30,000 to 40,000 tons of Kraft pulp per annum. In order 
to produce this about 20,000 tons of raw materials outside of slab 
wood will have to be purchased each year, so that as a result of the 
work of the industrial department of the Bangor & Aroostook, 
the raifroad company will have 50,000 to 60,000 tons a year of new 
traffic; the saw mills in Aroostook county will get $40,000 to $50,- 
000 annually for slab wood and sawdust (the latter to be used 
for fuel by the new company), which they are now paying men to 
burn up; the risk of fire from these burning piles of waste will be 
removed; the town of Van Buren will have the benefit of a very 
large amount of money spent in the construction of the plant, and 
its operatiétrwill employ at least 100 men, who with their families, 
will add materially to the population of that enterprising place, and 


the State of Maine, through the efforts of the railroad company, 
will have the benefit of an important new enterprise, financed by 
money from without the State. 


To Use Waste Wood Along Railroad Line 


It is the belief that the new plant will use the waste wood from 
all of the saw mills on the lines of the railroad company north of 
Oakfield, and it is already considered probable that a further ex- 
tension of this Kraft mill will be made in the near future provided 
similar arrangements can be made with saw mills in New Bruns- 
wick for their waste wood, which can be brought to Van Buren 
by way of the International railroad bridge, another project re- 
cently accomplished by the Bangor & Aroostook Railroad Com- 
pany and one which has already proved to be of great importance 
to Aroostook county, and with the possibility of further develop- 
ment in mind the Aroostook Pulp Company has already acquired 
sufficient land for such enlargement. 

As this new pulp mill uses only waste wood from the saw mills 
it will not interfere in the purchase of pulp wood for other existing 
plants. 


Taggart and Other Claims in Court 
[FRoM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 

Watertown, N. Y., November 13, 1916.—The Fisher tract, com- 
posed of 21,000 acres of timber lands, goes to the State. Justice 
E. C. Emerson has handed down a decision in the case of the State 
against Clarence L. Fisher, of Lyons Falls, to this effect. This 
case has been in the courts for a long time. It involves forest 
lands situated largely in the counties of Franklin and Herkimer. 

Another claim against the State is also being considered, and 
will come up in Syracuse this week. It is the case of the Taggart 
Paper Company in which 5,500 acres of Adirondack timber 
lands are involved, 

It appears that under the conservation law the State ap- 
propriated the Fisher tract a number of years ago, all that was 
necessary being to post the required notices, claiming that the 
tract was needed as a part of the State land preserve. The law 
held that when in the judgment of the conservation commission 
the timber, other than spruce, hemlock and balsam, is being 
cut on timber land which adjoined timber land already owned 
by the State, and that the cutting is detrimental to the forests, 
that the commission could appropriate such land. 

After the appropriation was made, the Fisher family, through 
G. H. P. Gould, who was advising them and who had long had 
a power of attorney for the late Mary L. Fisher, took the 
position that it developed that the commission or State did 
not own the adjacent lands but had contracted for the pur- 
chase of them, although the deed had never been delivered, 
and the delivery was made subsequently to the appropriation 
of the Fisher tract. 

The court held that the contract to purchase was equivalent 
to the ownership, insofar as this action was concerned. 

The property of the Taggart Paper Company adjoins this 
property. 


Paper Firms Sue City of Fitchburg 
Boston, Mass., November 14, 1916.—The J. Spaulding Sons Com- 
pany, leather board manufacturers of Townsend; the Groton Leather 
Board Company of Groton and the Hollingsworth & Vose Com- 
pany, paper manufacturers of West Groton, last week filed three 
bills in equity in the Superior Civil Court at East Cambridge 
praying that an injunction be issued against the city of Fitch- 
burg preventing it from deflecting the water of the Squannacook 
River into the new reservoir at Ashby.

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MAY PROSECUTE PAPER MILLS 
FOR DEFAULT OF CONTRACTS 


Solicitor of the Treasury Department Is Doubtful That Such 
a Case Could Be Won and Is Inclined to Let the Matter 
Go, but Department of Justice Apparently Does Not 
Think This Way—Precedent Is Said to Exist in the 
Brawley Case—Joint Committee Will Probably Take 
Some Action on the Puzzling ‘More or Less” at a Meet- 


ing to Be Held in December. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 13, 1916.—An interesting situa- 
tion may arise within the next few weeks according to the pres- 
ent outlook with regards to the prosecution of certain paper mills 
by the Government Printing Office for default of contract. 

The Solicitor of the Treasury Department, who would nor- 
mally prosecute such cases for the Government Printing Office, as 
already announced in the Paper TRADE JOURNAL, seems to be very 
doubtful that such a case could be won by the Government and 
seems to be inclined to let the matter go. On the other hand, your 
correspondent is just informed, that officials of the Department 
of Justice do not think this way. 


Case May Come Up in Week or Two 

These cases, it is now thought, will come in for some activity 
within the next couple of weeks or so. Full details are to be fur- 
nished the Solicitor’s Office within the next few days relative to 
these defaults in contracts and a decision is to be asked of the 
Attorney General. This may take a little time, inasmuch as the 
decision has to be asked for by the President, and in turn it has 
to be rendered to him and then transmitted to the Government 
Printing Office according to law. 


It is expected that when the decision is asked for by the President 


that it will go to William Wallace, Jr., one of the Assistant At- 
torneys General, inasmuch as he wrote the decision rendered last 
winter in the case of the Republic Bag & Paper Company. 

There seems to be no doubt in the minds of certain officials of 
the Department of Justice but what anyhow some of the cases 
now pending can be successfully carried through to a finish and 
won for the Government if taken up. 


Brawley Case Said to Be Precedent 


One official speaking of this matter to your correspondent last 
week pointed out the fact that back in October, 1877, a similar 
case was up before the Supreme Court of the United States and 
that court held that the Government was right. In this particular 
case, Brawley vs. United States, Justice Bradley decided that one 
Brawley who had contracted with a military post to furnish “more 
or less” wood could not collect the money he thought was due him 
because “less” was used by the post. In this same decision “about” 
was given as another word similar to “more or less.” This case, 
although a very small sum of money was involved, was fought 
by Brawley and later his heirs from court to court for some 
years and finally reached the Supreme Court of the United States 
as an appeal from the Court of Claims. The Government won out 
in this case and although “less” was furnished, officials of the 
Department of Justice claim that the principal is the same. They 
therefore feel certain, it is said, that at least some of these cases 
could be won if prosecuted. 


Speculation as to How Committee Stands 


It is now understood that “considerable sand was kicked up” 
about the paper decision rendered last winter. Someone or other, 
who could not be learned, tried hard to have the decision reversed 


by the Attorney General, but he refused to reverse it. This very 
fact leads one to believe that if similar cases are again put up to 
the Attorney General that his decision is apt to be much the same 
as last winter’s. 

No doubt the paper mills would be glad to know how the Joint 
Committee stands on this “more or less” clause before again bid- 
ding on paper for the Government Printing Office. Just what 
steps it will take this year to do away with this clause in the 
tract, of course cannot be foretold at this time. They will 
some action on this at a meeting in December.

Improvements at Kalamazoo

KALAMAZOO, Mich., November 11, 1916.—Rapidly growing busi- 
ness has forced the Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment Company 
to again start building operations. This time it is a new machine 
shop. The old structure was not large enough to house the ma- 
chines necessary to be installed and so the company has begun the 
erection of a new structure. The new building, a two-story one, 
is 48x86, and will be completed within a month. The same colored 
brick is being used in the new building as in the older ones and 
the same style of construction is being followed. During the past 
summer the company has also erected a welfare hall for the em- 
ployees. Not only have these improvements been made but a new 
plat has been opened up where the employees of the company can 
buy lots and build homes if they desire. There is a large number 
of employees who live near the mill at present and it is the pur- 
pose of the management to encourage this practice as much as 
possible. 

The Kalamazoo Paper Company is just completing the erection 
of a new 40,000-gallon water tank. The old tank had 
use sO many years and had become so rotten that it was con- 
sidered advisable to put up a new one, and this will be ready 
for use in a few days. The tank is 100 feet above the ground. 
Besides erecting the new tank, the company has rushed the build- 
ing work on the new coating mill to such an extent that the

No Further Trouble in Bagging Matter 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincron, D. C., November 13, 1916.—It is thought here that 
the question of the importation of bagging from foreign countries, 
in so far as it applies to the paper trade, has just about been 
settled. 

As reported in the PAper TRADE JouRNAL of last week, the Fed- 
eral Horticultural Board, Department of Agriculture, received a 
communication from Leon Gottheil of New York, in which he 
objected to some of the minor conditions imposed. However, offi- 
cials of the board are of the opinion that no further trouble will 
be experienced by the paper men interested in this class of bagging 
and the amendment will become effective on January 1, 1917. The 
board has received no other communications on this amendment 
from any of the paper men interested. 


American Paper for British India 


Printing paper to the value of $111,880 was imported into Burma 
in the year 1914-15, according to Vice-Consul H. B. Osborn, Ran- 
goon, Burma, The weights most extensively used are: Demy, 
18 by 22 inches, unglazed, 10 to 12 pounds; glazed, 12 to 20 pounds; 
royal, 20 by 26 inches, unglazed, 16 to 20 pounds; glazed, 16 to 28 
pounds; double foolscap, 17 by 27 inches, glazed, 16 to 28 pounds; 
double crown, 20 by 30 inches, glazed, 21 to 30 pounds.

TO A CAPITALIST SYNDICATE 


Company Will Now Be Refinanced in Conformity With Pre- 
vailing Conditions in the Paper Trade—J. N. Green- 
shields, Founder of the Successful Wayagamack Company, 
Among Those Interested—Howard Smith Paper Company 
to Vote Bonds to Take Over the Crabtree Mill in January 
—DMontreal Daily Hints at Some Big Mergers of Existing 
Pulp and Paper Concerns—Shortage of News-print. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT, ] 

MontreaL, Que., November 13, 1916.—There is extraordinary 
interest and activity here in regard to pulp and paper companies. 
In financial circles the future of this industry and of the com- 
panies engaged in it has ousted every other topic of discussion, 
while on the stock market the speculation in the securities of 
paper companies has reached what one local paper calls the 
hysterical stage. Some interesting developments have taken place 
during the week. For instance, the Brompton Pulp & Paper 
Company has secured a new charter, with an authorized capitali- 
zation of $9,000,000. This company’s plant is at East Angus, Que., 
and some big developments are foreshadowed. Then confirmation 
has been given to the report in the Paper TrapE JouRNAL of a 
week or two ago, to the effect that the Howard Smith Paper 
Company, of Montreal, had acquired the pulp and paper plant of 
Edwin Crabtree & Sons, Limited, of Crabtree Mills, Que., and it 
is further announced that this company will float a new issue of 
stock. 


Buy Brompton Pulp & Paper Company 


The explanation in regard to the Brompton Pulp & Paper Com- 
pany is that a syndicate of local capitalists have bought out the 
enterprise, and that the company will now be refinanced in con- 
formity with prevailing conditions in the paper trade. J. N. 
Greenshields, the founder of the successful Wayagamack Pulp & 
Paper Company, and H. W. Beauclerk, son-in-law of Lord 
Shaughnessy, are mentioned among those prominently identified 
with the new company. J. A. Bothwell, who has been manager 
of the old company for a number of years, and has a high reputa- 
tion in the paper trade, is to continue in like capacity with the 
new company. The company is issuing $1,700,000 of its $2,000,000 
authorized bonds. Of the authorized capitalization of $9,000,000, 
the preferred stock will amount to $2,000,000, and all the pre- 
ferred stock is being taken by the vendors of the business. The 
stock was offered this week by underwriters at 574%, and such was 
the wild scramble for it that the price rose on the curb to as high 
as 75. This company now has a capitalization almost exactly iden- 
tical with the Laurentide Company. It is estimated that the earn- 
ings of the company next year will reach $2,000,000, after interest 
and preferred dividends, representing 28% per cent. on the com- 
mon stock. The comipany’s fixed assets are set down at $9,000,000 
and the liquid assets at $1,100,000. The company owns 179,329 
acres of freehold timber lands, and controls by lease from the 
province of Quebec 107,477 acres of Crown lands situated on the 
St. Francis River. The limits are conservatively estimated to cut 
2,700,000 cords of pulp wood and 850,000,000 feet b. m. of saw logs. 
The water powers comprise developments on the St. Francis 
River, with a maximum of over 20,000 hp. At Brompton the 
company operates a ground wood mill, and at East Angus a 
ground wood mill, Kraft mill and paper mills, boxboard mills, and 
news print mills. The annual output consists of 30,000 tons of 
ground wood pulp, 16,500 tons of news print, 12,000 tons of Kraft 
paper, 9,000 Kraft and fibre paper, 10,500 tons of boxboard, 15,- 
000,000 feet of lumber, 5,000,000 shingles,-and 30,000 railway ties. 


This output is being increased by 15,000 tons of news print, the 
new mill to be ready next year. The ground wood pulp output 
is to be increased by 15,000 tons, and the boxboard plant by 5,000 
tons. 


Howard Smith Co. Developments 

In regard to the Howard Smith Paper Company’s developments, 
a general meeting of the shareholders is being held this week to 
obtain authority to increase the capital and to issue $150,000 bonds, 
which will be exclusively a mortgage on the Crabtree mill that 
is now being bought. The mill is to be taken over on January 
31. It was designed as a news print mill, but will be converted 
into a bond and writing paper mill, in keeping with the character 
of the company’s present output. It is the company’s claim that 
its business in bond and writing paper is not dependent on war 
conditions; that it is selling standard grades more than 10 per 
cent. below American prices, and by so doing is strengthening 
its hold on Canadian trade in normal times. The company will 
shortly complete payments, all within a short period, of 21 per 
cent. on its preferred stock, dividendless till now, and is said to 
expect earnings at the rate of 40 per cent. on $1,000,000 next year. 


Hints of Big Mergers 

The financial editor of the Montreal Gazette hints that some big 
mergers of existing pulp and paper companies may be the next 
development. He says there has already been some talk of this 
among interested parties, and that there are economic possibilities 
in such a move. The depression which followed the flooding of 
the market with securities from the last merger fever may, how- 
ever, cause the parties to hesitate, and also the fact that the 
earning situation of paper companies is of uncertain duration. 


How a Newspaper Sizes It Up 

In connection with the opening of the new bleaching plant of 
the Riordon Company at Merritton, Ont., the Montreal Star pre- 
dicts remarkable earnings for the company. The bleaching plant 
has a capacity of 30 tons of sulphite pulp per day, and the Star 
says as it cost about $40 to produce a ton of this pulp, and the 
market price is around $160, the prospect is rosy. On the current 
year the company’s profits are estimated at $1,000,000 after all 
charges, and after paying 2 per cent. on the common stock. 


To Re-forest Cut-over Lands 

There is a more or less concerted movement among the pulp 
and paper companies. in Canada to re-forest cut-over lands. The 
Riordon Pulp & Paper Company is making plans to this end on 
its lands, and during the coming year about 400,000 seedlings of 
forest species will be planted. A forest nursery is also to be 
developed, the capacity of which will be 1,000,000 small trees 
each year for planting on the holdings of the company. The 
Laurentide Company and the Pejebscot Company have already 
made considerable progress in forest planting on their lands in 
Quebec. The Laurentide Company is the pioneer in this direction, 


its forestry work having for years been managed by Ellwood 
Wilson. 
Shortage of Printing Paper Acute 

The shortage of the better grades of printing paper has reached 
an acute stage. The mills are simply overwhelmed with orders 
while at the same time they report the greatest difficulty in getting 
raw materials. The result is that in most cases orders can only 
be accepted on condition that the mills make delivery at their own 
price and their own convenience. All the mills are booked for 
months ahead, orders being filled according to date of filing, and 
at prices prevailing on the date of delivery.

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TO SET NEWS PRINT HEARING 
PROBABLY LATE THIS WEEK 


Commissioners Hope to Hold Hearing as Soon as as Possible— 
One Day It Is Thought Will Be Sufficient—Paper Manu- 
facturers and Publishers Will Be Interrogated and Allowed 
to Give Any Real Facts That Will Throw Additional 
Light on the Situation—Newspaper Publishers Are Going 
to Washington in Full Force and Mill Men Should Be 
Well Represented. 


LFROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 13, 1916.—While up to this time 
no definite date has been announced by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission for the hearing to be held here on the news print paper 
situation, to which both the newspaper publishers and the news 
print manufacturers are to be invited, it is hoped and expected that 
a date will be set sometime this week. 

Hoped to Have Hearing Soon 

The hope has been expressed by several of the commissioners 
that the hearing may be held in the very near future, perhaps inside 
of ten days to two weeks. While no one cared to discuss the mat- 
ter very fully it is generally thought that if both parties co-operate 
At this 
time both the paper manufacturers and the publishers will be asked 
questions and will be allowed to give any additional FACTS that 


properly that the hearing will cover more than one day. 


they have. The commission is not at all desirous of hearing a lot 
of hearsay and speculation, but FACTS are wanted and any addi- 
tional light on the situation that can be obtained. 

It is thought now that all of the data which the commission 
wished to accumulate before the hearing, is on hand, and that the 
setting of the definite date merely awaits the wishes of the various 
commissioners and the publishers and mill men. 

Announcement Arouses Little Comment 

Considering the importance of the “announcement” made by the 
commission week before last on the news print question there has 
been very little comment, due, no doubt in great part, to the fact 


The 


publishers, however, seem to feel that the announcement favors 


that the election took up most of the time of the newspapers. 


them generally, while on the other hand the mill men have very 
little to complain about as yet, anyhow. 

One of the serious aspects of the announcement, according to the 
paper men, is the fact that the announcement would lead one to be- 
lieve that the commission is of the opinion that cost of production 
has decreased in 1916 from that of 1913. 

An official of the commission, talking to your correspondent on 
this point, stated that while he had not yet thoroughly checked up 
the results the summary of the commission does show such a con- 
dition, that is up to July 1, of this year. This is accounted for, at 
least by the one official, by the fact that there is greater production 
and generally more efficiency, at least among the larger mills. 


Thorough Report Is Promised 


There is no doubt in the mind of your correspondent that the 
paper men will be somewhat surorised at the full report when it 
is printed, at least to the thoroughness with which this matter has 
been gone into. The men who are working on it are working in 
all seriousness and earnestness and it seems'to your correspondent, 
in close touch with many of these men, that they are not in the 
least going about the report prejudiced against the paper men. 
Of course this is as it should be but there has been some talk, it is 
understood, that the commission was “going after” the paper men. 
This does not seem to be the attitude at all. It is the general be- 
lief that the report will be an enlightening one and as indicated 


before in the Paper Trave JourNAL, there seems little probability 
of the commission’s having found any serious cases of unfair com- 
petition among the paper mill men. 


Mill Men Should Endeavor to Be Present 
It certainly seems advisable at this time to call the trade’s atten- 
tion to the fact that it would be well to have a number of well in- 
formed mill men here at the hearing, whenever it is to be held. As 
a general rule at the hearings held at the bureaus and even before 
Congress, there is such lack of co-operation that the paper men do 
not make the impression that they should. The newspaper publish- 

ers are to come in full force and so should the mill men.

Mr. Hall is planning to inject new life into his manufacturing 
plant and has prospects of a promising future for the business.

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BONUS SYSTEM INAUGURATED 
BY THE RIVERSIDE PAPER CO. 


New Arrangement Is Based on $4 Per Ton Over Finished 
Product Amounting to One Hundred and Twenty Tons 
of Paper Per Week—George P. Berkey, Secretary of the 
Consolidated Water Power & Paper Co., Which Recently 
Bought Interlake Pulp & Paper Co., Has Been Made 
General Manager of Latter Concern—New Superin- 
tendent of Fox River Co. 


[From OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Appieton, Wis., November 14, 1916.—The employees at the 
mills of the Riverside Paper and Fibre Company inthis city 
have been placed upon a bonus system. Although announce- 
ment of the inauguration of this system was not made until 
yesterday, it begins with November 1, from which time em- 
ployees will participate in the profits of their labor insofar as 
their products exceed during that time the specified amount 
as prescribed by the company. On Monday morning of this 
week the following notice was posted in the two mills of the 
company: 

“Commencing November, 1916, this mill will adopt a bonus 
system and will pay a bonus based on $4 per ton over finished 
product amounting to one hundred and twenty tons of paper 
per week. Therefore, it is advisable and to the interest of our 
employees to apply their time and energy to obtain the largest 
amount of production possible per week in a one hundred per 
cent. efficient plant. Each employee’s pay check increase de- 
pends entirely on each employee’s co-operation in the endeavar 
to obtain the largest possible tonnage, however, not forgetting 
that quality must not be sacrificed for quantity in this prop- 
osition.” 

Everything is running along smoothly at this company’s 
mills, all traces of hard feelings as a result of the four months’ 
strike, which was broken a couple of weeks ago, having dis- 
appeared. Most of the strikers have secured their positions 
back, and those who have not been taken back realize that it 
would be entirely inconsistent and bad business on the part 
of the company to reinstate them. Employees generally do 
not hold it against the company for refusing to take back 
certain of the strikers, who were especially active against the 
company during the time the men were out on strike. The 
mill has been running full for many weeks, and as vacancies 
occur men who left their positions at the behest of the union 
are being reinstated. 


George P. Berkey Made General Manager 


George P. Berkey, of Grand Rapids, secretary of the Con- 
solidated Water Power and Paper Company of that city, which 
recently purchased the plant of the Interlake Pulp and Paper 
Company in this city, has been named general manager of the 
latter company as successor to William A. Fannon, resigned. 
Mr. Berkey intends in the near future to remove his family 
to this city. He is here now and as soon as he can procure 
a house will make this city his home. It is understood, un- 
officially, that it is likely that one or two others high up in 
the Consolidated company are likely in the near future to 
remove from Grand Rapids to Appleton to become active in 
the business of the Interlake company. E. B. Redford has 
been appointed to the position of assistant manager of the 
Consolidated company at Grand Rapids, as successor to Mr. 
Berkey. 


Mr. Berkey came from the East about eight years ago 
after graduating from Yale. He at once started in the employ 
of the Consolidated company and rapidly advanced to a posi- 
tion of responsibility. During the last two years he has prac- 
tically been in full charge of the two mills of the Consolidated 
company at Grand Rapids and Biron. 


Strike at Interlake Nearly Broken 

While the strike at the Interlake plant, which has been in 
progress nearly five months, is practically broken, nearly all 
of the union men able to secure their positions having returned 
to work, it has not been formally called off. It is reported, 
however, that as soon as the new management takes full 
charge of affairs, the union will take steps to have the strike 
called off and effort will be made to have nearly all the strikers 
reinstated. It is understood most of the men will be put 
back to work, although, as has been the case at the Riverside 
mill, there are a few of the men who will never be reinstated. 
Most of the men thus spotted, however, realize they will never 
be taken back and many of them have left the city and have 
secured employment elsewhere. Several others have decided 
to give up the paper making business and have started in other 
lines of work. 


New Superintendent of Fox River Paper Company 

H. S. Fruminger has been appointed superintendent of the 
Fox River Paper Company mills in this city as successor to 
William Wagg, whose resignation was recently accepted by 
the company and who, it is understood, plans to go East to 
continue in the paper business. Mr. Fruminger came here 
from the Whiting Plover Paper Company at Stevens Point, 
where he had been superintendent for some time. He came 
to Wisconsin from the East, having for a number of years 
been with the Crocker, McElwain Company at Holyoke, Mass. 
Mr. Fruminger is of English birth and learned the paper 
business before coming to this country. 

Last Saturday night at the French room at the Sherman 
House, in this city, William C. Wing, general manager of 
the Fox River Paper Company, entertained at dinner in honor 
of Mr. Fruminger. All of the department heads of the com- 
pany, and a few others, numbering about twenty in all, were 
present. 


More Wood Used in Paper Making Than Grown 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Watertown, N. Y., November 13, 1916.—“There is three times 
as much wood used in making paper as there is grown, and if this 
goes on anyone can readily see that the supply of pulp wood to 
make the paper will soon be exhausted,” was a statement made by 
Linwood B. Steward, well known paper manufacturer, formerly 
connected with the St. Regis Paper Company. He was addressing 
a meeting of churchmen on the subject of the paper industry. 

His address covered the news print industry in detail. Among 
other things he called attention to the fact that the amount of 
acreage of pulp wood used daily to supply the New York World 
with news print is eight acres. “At the present rate the forests 
are being used for paper the paper mills will have to discontinue 
before long. The paper industry will soon be a thing of the past 
if proper steps are not taken to remedy the situation.” “The 
people have not really begun to look after the timber,” Mr. Steward 
said.

BIG DEAL IN TIMBER LIMITS 
IN CANADA NOW UNDER WAY 


A. J. H. Eckhardt, of Toronto, With Two Associates from 
New York, Are Said to Be Negotiating for Valuable 
Timber Area, on Which, if Deal Is Successful, Lumber 
and Pulp Mills Will Be Operated—Value of Paper 
Exported to United States for Twelve Months Ended 
August 31 Was a Million Dollars More Than All the 
Paper Exported Last Year. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Ortawa, Ont., November 14, 1916.—There will be a tre- 
mendous increase in the production of pulp in this country if 
a huge deal in timber limits now under way here goes through. 
A. J. H. Eckhardt, of Toronto, with two associates from a New 
York corporation are at present negotiating for the purchase 
of a rich timber district in the province of Quebec having an 
area of 1,062 miles. The price to be paid is rumored to be 
all the way from four to seven million dollars. 

If the deal carries the New York corporation will erect 
and operate huge lumber mills and pulp factories. There are 
numerous important pulp mills already running in this prov- 
ince, but if the plans of the American concern come into effect 
pulp will be produced on a scale hitherto unattempted. It is 
also planned to turn out enough lumber to supply Canada and 
the United States'and for the rebuilding of the war-shattered 
area of Europe. 


Forest Planting on Cut-Over Limits 


The bulletin of the Commission of Conservation has the 
following this week: “The Riordon Pulp & Paper Company is 
making plans for forest planting on cut-over portions of its 
timber limits in the province of Quebec. During 1917 about 
400,000 seedlings of forest species will be planted. A forest 
nursery is also to be developed, the capacity of which will be 
1,000,000 small trees each year for planting on the holdings of 
the company. A. C. Volkmar is the forester in charge of this work, 
with headquarters at St. Jovite, Quebec. In addition to the 
nursery and planting work, information is being collected sys- 
tematically with regard to the amount of growth which is 
taking place on the company’s property. It is obvious that 
this information is very important in connection with the 
preparation of plans for the permanent handling of a large 
area of forest land, on the basis of perpetual operation. The 
investment involved in the erection of a pulp and paper mill 
is so great that a company of this kind must look far into the 
future, in figuring on its source of timber supplies. 

The Laurentide Pulp & Paper Company and the Pejepscot 
Paper Company have already made considerable progress on 
forest planting on their lands in Quebec with a view to the 
future production of timber for the manufacture of pulp and 
paper. The Laurentide company is the pioneer in this direc- 
tion, its forestry work having for years been managed by 
Ellwood Wilson. The forestry and planting work for the Pejep- 
scot company is being directed by J. E. Rothery. 


Canadian Agent on Conditions in Norway 

C. E. Sontum, Canadian trade agent for Norway and Den- 
mark at Christiania, has just sent an interesting report to the 
Department of Trade and Commerce here on the pulp and 
paper market in Norway. He writes that there is at present 
very little mechanical and chemical pulp being sold in Norway 
and that as stocks are low at nearly all mills no large transac- 
tions can be expected in the near future. There have been 


inquiries for mechanical for delivery during the first half of 
1917, but sellers seem to be rather reserved on account of 
the difficulties in getting sufficient laborers and the high wood 
prices. A sale of 8,000 tons of chemical pulp to the United 
States is reported from Sweden at a price of about $100 or 
a little over per ton net f. o. b. steamer Swedish export harbor. 

Mr. Sontum reports that the United Paper Mills at Drammen, 
Norway, are closing down entirely. The paper export has 
shown a sinking tendency and several mills had been obliged 
to decrease their output. The warehouses were filled 
with fresh orders coming in. One of the reasons for the 
closing of the mills is that raw material is paid for as highly 
as the ready-made product and consequently it does not pay 
to operate the milling machinery. The United Paper Mills’ 
product “grease proof” is a specialty generally exported to 
England, but licenses there are not granted at present for the 
import of this kind of paper.

Recent Paper Incorporations 


Among recent Federal incorporations granted is that of the 
Brompton Pulp and Paper Company, capitalized at $9,000,000. 
The headquarters of the company are in Montreal. The old 
company of the same name operates big pulp and paper mills 
at Bromptonville, Que., and East Angus, Que. It is expected 
these will be enlarged and production of pulp and paper much 
increased. 

Another incorporation by Federal charter is that of the 
Sarnia Pulp, Limited, Montreal, with a capital stock of $25,000. 


Canada’s Paper Exports to U. S. 


Wood blocks for pulp valued at $6,463,732, woodpulp valued 
at $11,855,902, and paper valued at $18,381,784 were among 
Canada’s exports to the United States for the twelve months 
which ended August 31 last. 

The value of the paper exported to the United States was a 
million dollars more than all the paper exported last year. 


Revenue from Woods and Forests. 


The revenue from woods and forests under the control of 
the Provincial Government of Quebec for the year 1915-16 
amounted to $1,683,682. Hon. J. E. Caron has reported to the 
Legislature, the session of which was opened at Quebec last 
week. 


New Superintendent for Whiting-Plover

STEVENS Point, Wis, November 13, 1916—A change in superin- 
tendents has taken place at the mill of the Whiting-Plover Paper 
Company. H. S. Furminger, who had held the position since the 
spring of 1914, resigned last week and the vacancy has been filled 
by the promotion of George Hager, boss machine tender. 

Mr. Furminger has been identified with the paper industry prac- 
tically all of his life and came here from Holyoke, Mass. He is 
recognized in the trade as one who is familiar with every angle 
of the art of papermaking. His successor is also an expert in the 
business and, with the co-operation of the splendid organization the 
company has perfected, will undoubtedly be able to uphold the high 
standing the institution has enjoyed. 

The Furminger family, which includes seven children, have 
formed many lasting friendships among Stevens Point people. 
They have been active in church work and in musical circles. They 
will leave this week for Appleton, where Mr. Furminger is to be 
superintendent of the Fox River Paper Company mill and where 
they will reside. 

John Adams, machine tender, has been advanced to the position 
until recently occupied by the new superintendent at the Whiting- 
Plover mill.

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HOLYOKE PAPER MAKERS 
AGAINST FREIGHT CHANGES 


P. J. Dowd, Manager of Holyoke Traffic Bureau, Says This 
Organization and Others in Which Paper Manufacturers 
Are Interested Have Asked Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion to Consider Their Protests and Have Requested an 
Opportunity to Prove Their Contentions—Allied Paper 
Trades Council Is Formed by Paper Workers—Meeting 
of American Writing Paper Company Postponed. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


Hotyoxe, Mass., November 14, 1916.—Local paper manufac- 
turers this week received notification from P. J. Dowd, manager 
of the Holyoke Traffic Bureau, calling attention to the fact that 
the Interstate Commerce Commission will on December 1, adopt 
tariffs filed by the various railroads, calling for radical changes 
and substantial additional demurrage charges, and also pointing 
out the fact that the Holyoke Traffic Bureau, the Hampden 
County Traffic Association and the New England Demurrage 
Committee, the latter having representatives from practically 
every important manufacturing and commercial enterprise in 
New England, and which locally is represented by P. J. Dowd, 
who is looking after the interests of the paper manufacturers, 
have entered protests with the Interstate Commerce Commission 
against the adoption of these tariffs. The protestants ask the 
I. C. C. for a consideration of their protests and for a suspension 
of the new charges and for an opportunity to prove their con- 
tention that the carriers or the railroads are responsible for the 
detention of cars rather than the consignees or shippers. Mr. 
Dowd told the writer today that the protests would be considered 
by the I. C. C. from between November 15 to November 29, and 
that if the I. C. C. decides to suspend the proposed new changes, 
hearings would be given the protestants to prove that the ship- 
pers and consignees are not at fault and that the proposed new 
charges are unjustified. 

The tariffs filed by the New York, New Haven and Hartford 
Railroad are included in supplement 5, x15; Boston and Maine 
Railroad, A1723, and Boston and Albany, 7525. These are the 
three roads doing business in this city and vicinity. The new de- 
murrage changes which have already been approved by the I. 
C. C. call for a reduction of from five to two days of free time 
for patrons using cars, and instead of a $1 charge for demur- 
rage after the elapse of free time, the new rates will be $2 for 
the first day of demurrage after the lapse of free time, $3 for 
the second day, $4 for the third day, $5 for the fourth day and 
all succeeding days. The new arrangement also includes two 
credits on each car released in 24 hours for free time, and nine 
days in all of free time credits will be allowed. After the two 
days of free time, two debits for the first day will be charged, 
three for the second day and four for the third day. At the 
end of each calendar month the number of credits will be de- 
ducted from the number of debits and $1 will be charged for 
each debit. No payment for excess credits will be paid to the 
patrons of the railroads. In addition to this the roads also want 
the weather rule abolished, which would compel manufacturers 
to unload cars or pay the demurrage charges, whereas hereto- 
fore the manufacturers were allowed free time in case of in- 
clement weather. Section B of the new tariff reads that a charge 
of $2 be placed in addition to present charges applying on track- 
ing storage charges. 

In conclusion the notification to the paper manufacturers from 


the Holyoke Traffic. Bureau reads that the Holyoke. Traffic ~ 


Bureau, the Hampden’ County Traffic Association and the New 


England Demurrage Committee have the: best of reasons for 
believing that the detention of cars is far more chargeable to the 
carriers and railroads than the delays on the part of the shippers 
or consignees. The letter also asks the local manufacturers to 
make reports with the Traffic Bureau on all delays that occurred 
during the past six months on the part of the carriers, regarding 
switching movements, bunching of cars in transit in excess of the 
consignees’ unloading facilities and embargoes that are holding 
up a lot of cars. A great deal of time in unloading cars is lost 
by the receipt of a string of cars, where if on the other hand the 
cars came in one or two at a time, these could be unloaded and 
immediately released. 


Form Allied Paper Trade Council 


In accordance with the announcement in the Paper TrapE Jour- 
NAL some time ago to the effect that an Allied Paper Trades 
Council would be formed by the Eagle Lodge of Paper-makers, 
local branch of the International Brotherhood of Paper-makers, 
the local organization at a meeting held last evening formed 
such a council to include the local paper-workers’ organizations, 
as well as those of the towns surrounding this city. The Eagle 
Lodge recently appointed a committee to investigate the advan- 
tages of such a council and to formulate plans for its organiza- 
tion. The committee reported the matter at the meeting last 
evening and the Eagle Lodge took favorable action, electing the 
following officers: President, David Clark; vice-president, M. 
D. Flaherty; corresponding secretary, L. Anderson; recording 
secretary, Michael Griffin; treasurer, John Merriman. The pur- 
pose of the Allied Paper Trades Council is to have a committee 
that will act in conjunction on all changes and demands that will 
affect the interest of the employees, instead of the present methods, 
where one organization acts and then others follow, and which 
keeps negotiations between the organizations and other parties 
pending for a long time. The new organization of the Allied 
Paper Trades Council will be perfected at a follow-up meeting, to 
be held on November 26. 


Meeting of American Writing Co. Postponed 


Although a quarterly meeting of the directors of the American 
Writing Paper Company is scheduled to be held November 15, 
the meeting will be postponed, the Paper TrapE JourNAL’s corre- 
spondent being informed by Arthur C. Hastings, president of the 
American Writing Paper Company, today, because there is no 
quorum. In other words, the meeting will be postponed owing 
to the fact that the members of the Board of Directors have found 
it impossible to get together at this date. The meeting, however, 
it is expected, will be held in the immediate future. 

If whisperings and rumors current during the past few days 
count for anything, this meeting of the directors will be a highly 
important one. There are an unusual number of matters of tre- 
mendous import to the American Writing Paper Company that 
the directors will doubtless consider, and on which decisions may 
be rendered. The payment of dividends, which for the past few 
years has acted like a “thorn in the flesh” of the stockholders, may 
be due for a general discussion. .There is considerable speculation 
over the reports emanating from outside financial circles that the 
directors will consider plans to readjust the capital, which involve 
funding the back dividends on the preferred stock amounting to 
112 per cent. More than a little significance is attached to this 
report inasmuch as President Arthur C. Hastings of the company 
told the writer last week that this may be one of the plans con- 
sidered by the directors, though he was not aware of any plans 
accepted thus far.

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The Election 


The numerous friends of protection in the paper trade were 
deeply disappointed at the failure of the party favoring that 
policy to win in the election last week. This disappointment 
was undoubtedly increased by the misapprehension as to the 
actual result gained from the early returns and also by a realiza- 
tion of the fact that the election might have been won if the 
Republican managers had emphasized the issue of protection in 
place of devoting their attention to some of the issues foolishly 
utilized, especially early in the campaign. 

As compared with four years ago, however, there cannot fail 
to be some comfort in the situation for the great majority in 
At that time Mr. Wilson 
was supposed to be hostile to this policy, and the manner in 


the paper trade who favor protection. 


which he engineered the revision of the tariff immediately on his 
assumption of office evidenced that the extent of this hostility had 
not begun to be adequately suspected. There are no indications 
that Mr. Wilson has reformed, but, as is commonly known, the 
Underwood bill has not been producing sufficient revenue, and 
any change, therefore, in the tariff cannot fail to be in the nature 
of an improvement, although, of course, no change is likely to be 
made immediately, as would have been the case almost certainly 
in the event of the election of Mr. Hughes. 

The fact of Mr. Wilson’s election and the fact that the House of 
Representatives will be adverse to or out of control of the 
President, emphasizes the importance of the, new tariff commis- 
sion which, it is expected, will shortly be named. Realizing that 
no measure of a purely partisan character or one not thoroughly 
through, with the 
several houses of government serving as a check upon the other, 


deserving of general support can be put 
this commission will be certain to approach its work with more 
deliberation that could be the case otherwise. 

When the opportunity is afforded it ought not to be difficult 
for the trade to convince this commission of the need for protec- 
tion in the paper industry. The languishing of the news print 
department of the industry, especially since the publishers were 
instrumental some years ago in having the duty taken off of news 
print, should go a long way toward convincing any persons 
concerning themselves with this matter of the need for protec- 
tion in the paper trade. Since this tariff was removed and many 
of the publishers were able to obtain their news print less ex- 
pensively in Canada, expansion in the industry has not only 
ceased but many of the mills, as is well known, have turned their 


machines over to more profitable varieties. The war has, of 


course, brought about some changes in this respect. 

It is to be hoped also that this commission will turn its work 
early to the matter of effecting a substantial revision in the tariff 
on dyestuffs. and colors, so that this country will not in the future 
be as dependent as it has been in the past for its supplies of these 
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goods on foreign sources. One of the greatest inconveniences of 
the European war was the almost total cutting off from this coun 
try of its source of coloring materials of certain kinds. Protec- 
tion ought to be afforded to this industry here so that such an 
occurrence will never be likely to occur again. 

Incidentally it may be mentioned that the project to establish a 
government owned paper mill has probably received a setback in 
the defeat for re-election of Clyde H. Tavenner, who recently intro- 
duced a bill in the lower house for that purpose. It was under. 
stood that he intended to press this measure at the session to 
open in December. It is doubtful, however, whether Mr. Taven- 
ner can succeed in the comparatively brief time still at his dis- 
posal, and it is greatly to be hoped that no one will continue his 


work for this ill-advised measure. 


Che Freight Car Shortage 


The shortage of freight cars and the threatened coal famine 
cannot fail to be seriously regarded in the paper trade. From 
Holyoke comes word that the prominent paper mills do not 
fear that they will be actually compelled to cease operations 
because of lack of coal but that they do fear their supplies may 
be interfered with in a manner to cause them grave incon- 
venience. This probably accurately describes the coal situa- 
tion in other paper making centers. 

The shortage of freight cars, which is undoubtedly largely 
responsible for the situation as regards coal, is also causing 
grave inconvenience in the paper industry. The shortage is 
apparently quite as grave in Canada as in this country, as word 
comes from Montreal that paper manufacturers recently have 
encountered the utmost difficulty in obtaining cars to carry 
their purchases of raw material to their mills in the United 
States. The Dominion officials, it is reported, are apprehensive 
about letting Canadian cars out of the country, as, because of 
the serious shortage of cars in the United States, it is feared 
their cars will not be returned to them with reasonable dis- 
patch. 

Those in a position to know claim that the numerous large 
straw board mills in the middle west will be certain to suffer 
greatly because of the inadequate supply of cars. In support 
of this impression it is mentioned that the cereal crops espe- 
cially in the immediate neighborhood of these mills were not 
heavy this year and as they have not been sufficient for the needs 
of the mills for some time past there will be greater necessity 
than ever this year to transport the supplies of raw material 
from distant points. As this material is not very desirable or 
profitable freight for the railroads, however, who even now 
are refusing much more attractive freight, it is thought that 
the raw material required by the board mills will not be given 
much consideration if the situation does not show a decided 
improvement very shortly. 

It is not encouraging therefore to learn that the shortage of 
cars is steadily growing more marked. 


The American Railway Association’s bulletin shows that on 
November 1 the shortage amounted to 108,010 cars net. The net 
shortage on September 30 was 60,697 and on September 1, 19,874. 
It will be seen from this that the reason for the shortage 
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cannot be discovered any too soon and when the cause is estab- 
lished there should be no hesitancy about applying a remedy 
immediately and effectively. 


Union Bag Presents Insurance Policies

National Council on Railroad Matters 


A special meeting of the National Council of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United States has been called for November 17 
and 18 in Washington to prepare for appearance before the joint 
committee of Congress headed by Senator Francis G. Newlands, 
of Nevada, which will meet on November 20 to consider questions 
relating to the railroads. 

The Merchants’ Association of New York has taken action with 
regard to some of the questions which will be considered by the 
Newlands committee, and it has presented a plan to ensure the 
continuous operation of public utilities by preventing interruption 
through strikes. 

This association and other commercial organizations to which 
the plan has been submitted have asked the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States to take a referendum of its members with re- 
gard to the plan. 

Henry R. Towne, former president of the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion of New York, who is author of the plan, will explain it at the 
Washington meeting. 


The Chamber will appear before the Congressional Committee 
to urge consideration of legislation framed upon the lines of the 
Canadian Disputes act for the prevention of transportation paralysis 
resulting from labor troubles and for public investigation of the 
merits of labor disputes in order to permit public sentiment to be 
formed upon the facts before a strike can take place. The Chamber 
will also urge upon the Commission the advisability of giving the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, or some other official body, 
power to establish minimum wages. Another proposal which will 
be advanced with the Chamber will suggest giving employees the 
right to appeal to tle Interstate Commerce Commission for the 
redress of grievances in the same manner that a shipper may now 
appeal in cases involving rates. This proposal would give an em- 
ployee the right to cease work within thirty days after a decision 
upon his application, but would make conspiracy to interrupt the 
operation of public utilities a crime. 

The Chamber has also under consideration measures which 
would center jurisdiction over the railroads in the Federal Gov- 
ernment and abolish State jurisdiction over the roads engaged in 
interstate commerce. 


New Method of Testing Blotting Paper 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasurncton, D. C., November 13, 1916.—In connection with its 
general investigation of blotting paper, which has been going on 
for several years, the paper laboratory of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry has recently found what is thought to be a new method of 
testing this kind of paper. F. V. Veitch, chief of the laboratory, 


and others connected with it refuse to comment much on this new 
test because they say that they are not quite certain that this 
method has not been used before. However, in so far as they have 
been able to find out up to this time, this method, said to be very 


simple and accurate, has been used by no one else. 

The laboratory is still carrying on some elaborate experiments 
in testing the durability of various kinds of paper. This work has 
been in progress for some time but is not yet completed. 


Charles G. Moore, secretary of the Corrugated Container 
Company, of Buffalo, has purchased the Shutts Paper Mill, and 
the Bibble Spoke Factory site on the outlet, east of Penn Yan, 
N. Y. It is planned to erect an electric plant on the Bibble 
Mill site, which will be used in connection with the water 
power at the Shutts Paper Mill. The mill at the Shutts Mill 
is being repaired, and it is planned to have the mill in opera- 
tion about January 1.

Heavy Cartage Charges in Paper Trade 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuinoton, D. C.,,November 13, 1916.—The paper trade, and 
in fact, business and mill men in every line of work will no doubt 
be interested to know that the Bureau of the Census is soon to 
make a study of cartage charges in some one of the large cities, 
according to an announcement made to your correspondent. last 
week, by Secretary of Commerce, Redfield. 

Secretary Redfield said that cartage charges in this country are 
perhaps ten times as much as freight charges. It costs more to 
haul news print paper, he said, from the railroad station to the 
newspaper office than it does for the freightage on this same 
paper from the mill to the city of destination. The Secretary said 
that he had been interested in this haulage charge question for 
some time and expects to find out some interesting facts after 
such an investigation has been made. No special city has yet 
been selected in which to look into this matter.

DONNACONA 





PAPER CO. LTD. DOUBLES CAPACITY 


New Machinery Is Started With Appropriate Dedicatory Ceremonies Arranged by General Manager George 
M. McKee—Construction Work on the Original Plant Was Only Started in 1913 But Success Makes 
Rapid Expansion Necessary—Plant Now Has Two Fast Running Bagley & Sewall Machines 
With a Combined Capacity of 100 Tons Per Day. 


The machinery that doubled the- capacity of the Donnacona 
Paper Company, Limited, at Donnacona, Que., was started Satur- 
day, November 4. The dedicatory ceremonies were conducted by 
the Rev. Father Gaudiose Turgeon, P. P., of Les Ecureuils, P. Q., 
and were attended among many other prominent personages by 
the Dominion Royal Commission. 


Celebration Arranged by Manager McKee 

The exercises which were arranged for by George M. McKee, 
general manager of the company, started at-11:30 in the morning. 
Following the blessing of the new plant the building and processes 
were inspected after which luncheon’ was served at the hotel at 
1 p. m. 

One remarkable thing about this remarkable plant is that its 
total output is consumed by one newspaper—the New York Times. 
Another surprising thing is that the output consisting of 100 tons 
per day is not sufficient for the requirements of the Times, 
being short about 200 tons per week of the actual stock used by 
the big New York paper. 

Origin of the Donnacona Company 

The Donnacona Paper Company, Limited, was organized to 
acquire and develop the water power and timber lands purchased 
by George H. McKee, general manager of the company, from 
John Forman, in August, 1912. It was incorporated under the 
laws of the Province of Ontario in the month of September of 
the same year, and was authorized to carry on business in the 
province of Quebec by special act of the Legislature in February, 
1913. 

The management of the company have seen to the welfare and 
comfort of their employees, inasmuch as the town has a modern 
electric lighting system, water works, and a complete sewage sys- 
tem. For the benefit of their unmarried employees and the travel- 
ing public they also maintain a fine modern hotel. 
growing rapidly, and already has a population of nearly one thou- 


The town is 
sand inhabitants. A large number of new houses have just been 
completed, and next summer will see a large amount of new con- 
struction in the town. 


Construction Work Begun in 1913 

The original surveys were made and the work started on the 
clearing of the site in November, 1912, but the actual construction 
on the original plant and water power development did not com- 
mence until the spring of 1913. The dam is 1,112 feet in length, 
the buttress section, abutments and intake being constructed of 
reinforced concrete and the spill-way section of British Columbia 
fir, with q concrete cut-off wall. The spill-way section of the 
dam has a timber apron 50 feet wide behind the dam, which car- 
ries the water well away from the base and obviated the possi- 
bility of scouring. There is a 65 foot fall, from the top of the 
dam to the water wheels in the power house. The penstock leads 
directly from the control house at the head of the works to the 
power plant, and is of steel 15 feet in diameter, and 1,581 feet in 
length and for the greater part of the length the penstock is laid 
underground. 

Details of Plant 

The original plant consisted of hydraulic development of 6,000 
h.p., 1,200 h.p. being utilized as a hydro-electric plant for fur- 
nishing power and light to the company’s mills and the lighting 
of the village. 4,800 h.p. being utilized in the ground wood mill, 


equipped with four turbines of 1,200 h.p. each. These four tur- 
bines operate 12 grinders with a total daily capacity of 75 tons 
of mechanical pulp. The sulphite mill with a capacity of 30 tons 
of chemical pulp per day and 160-inch paper machine with a 
capacity of 50 tons of finished newspaper per day, with the neces- 
sary boiler house, hydro-electric plant, wood handling apparatus, 
etc., for carrying out the operations efficiently. 


Enlargement of Plant Is Required 


In February of this year it was decided by the directors of the 
company to extend the plant and immediately preparations were 
made for doubling the capacity of the paper mill. A contract 
was placed with Bagley & Sewall, Watertown, N. Y., for one 
160-inch paper machine and orders were also placed for the neces- 
sary steel building materials, boilers, engines, pumps and elec- 
trical equipment. was commenced on 
April 1 and was carried on throughout the summer at a rapid 
rate on the necessary buildings, which consisted of a machine 
100m, 275 x 52 feet; finishing room, 100 x 52 feet; beater room, 
55 x 48 feet; boiler house, 54 x 62 feet 3 inches; new office building, 
36 x 4 x 32 feet; transformer house, 51 feet 10 inches by 17 feet 2 
inches. 


The construction work 


All these buildings were built of concrete, brick and steel 
and were planned and laid out to harmonize with the previous 
construction. 

All the engineering, construction work and the erection of the 
machinery was carried out with the company’s own organization 
under the personal supervision of Mr. McKee. 


Two Bagley & Sewall Paper Machines 

The company now have two fast running Bagley & Sewall paper 
machines with a combined capacity of 100 tons of finished news 
print per day. The pulp for furnishing paper stock to these two 
huge machines is supplied by the ground wood and sulphite mill 
The 
ground. wood mill is operating at the present time 12 grinders 
with a capacity of 75 tons of mechanical pulp per day, and six 
new grinders are being installed which will be driven by two 1,200 
h.p. electric motors. This will give a total daily capacity of 100 
tons of ground wood. The sulphite supplied from the sulphite mill 
with a daily capacity of 30 tons, 


which are located adjacent to the paper machine room 


The mechanical pulp is pumped 
directly from the grinder pit to the screen room by a large triplex 
pump and from the screen room direct to the mixing chests are 
very simple devices and eliminate the use of beating engines, 
which were formerly used for mixing the sulphite and ground 
wood pulp. From the mixing chests the stock is pumped through 
refining engines directly to the large paper machines. 


Noticeable Features of Machines 


The features in regard to these paper machines are the many 
automatic appliances. There is an automatic device for regulating 
the weight of the sheet of paper, as well as an automatic device 
for controlling the temperature of the dryers. At the back end 
of the machines where the large reels of paper are made, the 
handling of these reels is all done with automatic air hoist, which 
makes the work at this end of the machine very light as com- 
pared with the methods formerly used. The finished paper from 
the winder is rolled from this point into the finishing room where 
it is wrapped, labelled, weighed and marked and then loaded into 
cars for shipment.

RECEIVED BY GOVERNMENT 


Only Two Concerns Send Letters and These State That They 


Are in No Position to Bid—Bidders Are Requested to Fill 
Out Contract Which Was Originally Awarded to the 
Champion Coated Paper Company—Maintains That Gov- 
ernment Is Asking for Higher Grade Paper Than Was 


Originally Called for and Says Higher Price in Such 
Case Was Agreed on. 


(FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Wasuincton, D. C., November 13, 1916.—The Post Office De- 
partment is facing a rather serious condition of affairs inasmuch 
as the committee in charge of the opening of bids this afternoon 
for 1,000,000 pounds of 44%” postal card paper received no bids 
at all. Two letters were received stating that the senders, the 
International Paper Company of New York, and the Elkhart Bris- 
tol Board & Paper Company, of Elkhart, Ind., were in no position 
to bid. 


Takes Up Matter With Department Solicitor 

J. A. Edgerton, Purchasing Officer of the department, is taking 
the matter up this afternoon with the Solicitor of the department. 
The bids were asked because of the fact that the Champion 
Coated Paper Company, of Hamilton, Ohio, the present con- 
tractor, refused to furnish any more paper at its contract price of 
$.0454 per pound. It has been furnishing this paper, under its 
four-year contract, for some 2% years and still has to run until 
January 31, 1917. 

The Champion Company has asked the department to raise its 
contract price to $.0585 per pound, giving as its reason that the 
inspection “of the paper is more strict than before and the fact 
that the department is asking for a higher calendered paper than 
the contract called for. This latter statement is denied by of- 
ficials of the department who say that the Champion Company is 
furnishing and required to furnish just what it has during the 
life of the contract up to this time. 

The department, it is understood, 
supply of postal cards on hand. 


Matter Will Probably Be Settled 


There is a clause in the contract of the Champion Company to 
the effect that if the quality of the paper is changed the price 
shall be made mutually satisfactory to both parties concerned 
Officials of the department, however, seem to feel that the paper 
mill has taken this one advantage, because of the increased cost 
of paper production, to get more money for its product. It doesn’t 
seem probable that the department will again ask for bids on this 
postal card paper, but that some kind of an agreement will be 
made with the Champion Company. It is understood that the 
paper which has been coming in from the mill has met the speci- 
fications and

DONNACONA CO. DOUBLES CAPACITY 
(Continued from page 40.) 


The construction of all the mill buildings is entirely of fireproof 
material, consisting of concrete, brick and steel throughout. In 
addition to this the plant is entirely protected by fire doors be- 
tween each room, automatic sprinkler system and an underground 
hydrant system equipped with hose houses containing all necessary 
fire fighting apparatus. This system is supplied by a large under- 
writer’s fire pump as well as from a concrete reservoir constructed 
on the hill overlooking the mills. 


Raw Material for the Plant 


A striking feature that meets the eye about the plant is the im- 
mense piles of pulp wood and wood pulp. This wood is delivered 
to the mill from the company’s own limits on the Jacques Cartier 
River, and by barges from the limits of the company at Baie St. 
Paul. The pulp wood, received in the log by barge, is unloaded 
at the company’s dock, from which point it is conveyed directly 
to the storage pile or delivered to the chipper in the sulphite mill 
or to the ground wood mill by a system of cable conveyors. The 
wood taken from the booms in the Jacques Cartier River is put 
over a slashing table in a cutting-up plant which the company 
has erected on the banks of the river, where it is cut into the 
proper lengths. From this point it falls direct into a water con- 
veyor which carries it to a storage pile and from where it is 
taken into the mill by a system of conveyors. 

The company owns and leases timber lands approximately as 
follows: By lease of Crown land timber limits on the Jacques 
Cartier, 187 square miles and ownership of 17,500 acres of free- 
hold land, which wood is driven down the Jacques Cartier River 
direct to the company’s dam. It also owns all of the stock of the 
Baie St. Paul Lumber Company, which company holds by lease 
from the Seminary of Quebec freehold lands of approximately 
45,000 acres and by lease of Crown limits approximately 67 miles. 
The company purchased in March of the present year all the 
plant, property and riparian rights of the Jacques Cartier Pulp 
& Paper Company at Pont Rouge, and are now using this mill 
as a source of supply for a part of their mechanical pulp require- 
ments in the Donnacona mill.

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Bleaching Rags 

Question No. 2352.— 

I am a student in one of the prominent colleges, and upon being 
called on to perform an experiment I decided to bleach rags as 
the writing paper manufacturers do, By the use of chlorine gas 
ot bleaching powder some resulted nicely while others would not 
change. I was referred to you by a friend of mine who also 
advises the rags most commonly used are Thirds and Blues and 
Street Soiled Whites. Will you, therefore, inasmuch as you are 
in. close touch with this industry, advise me how most any color 
rag is made white and the kinds of machinery employed as this 
will also add to my mark. 

Answer No. 2352.—In the first place the rags must be thor- 
oughly washed. When the dirt and coloring matter has been 
completely washed out, the drum should be raised and the bleach- 
ing solution run in. The bleach should never be run in before the 
rags are washed as the dirt will become fixed on the fibres in 
such a manner that no subsequent washing will serve to take it out. 

Bleaching powder or chloride of lime is made by saturating 
slaked lime with chlorine gas. When the compound thus ob- 
tained is dissolved in water, bleaching liquor, consisting of 
chloride and hypochloride of lime, is formed, while the calcium 
hydrate is left as the lime mud. Chlorine gas in the dry state 
possesses no bleaching properties, but in the presence of moisture 
it decomposes the water, taking up the hydrogen to form hydro- 
chlorie acid and liberating the oxygen. 

The oxygen thus set free has powerful oxidizing properties, 
which are rendered the more active “from its being in what is 
technically known as the nascent state, It attacks the vegetable 
matters and by destroying them imparts the white shade char- 
acteristic of bleached stock. The old method of gas bleaching 
depends on this direct action of the chlorine gas when brought 
into contact with the wet half stuff. Unless under exceptional 
circumstances, bleaching powder has quite superseded the gas 
bleaching method. 

This is due to the facility with which it can be applied, as well 
as to the increased yield of pulp; a much larger proportion being 
attacked and destroyed by the chlorine gas than is the case when 
less drastic action of the hypochlorous acid of the bleaching 
solution is employed. 

When the materials to be bleached are more than usually dirty 
or high colored, heat is often used to assist the action of the 
bleach in producing a good color. Great care must be taken to 
see that the temperature does not exceed 90 degrees Fahr., other- 
wise the stuff will be shortened, and the color obtained will go 
back, especially il allowed to lie for any length of time before using. 

Another method of obtaining a good color is to add to the 
stock, while in contact with the bleaching solution, an agent 
which will, by decomposing the bleach, render it more effective. 
Sulphuric acid is often employed to do this, and, within certain 
limits, it has the desired effect. Its use is, however, attended 
with serious drawback that if it be added in excess chlorine will 
be liberated. This chlorine attacks the fibres and weakens them. 
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PRACTICAL QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
FOR MILL MEN 


A Department for the Solution of the Troubles, Large and Small, That Are Encountered by the Workers in the 
Mills in the Course of Their Duties in Making Paper and Pulp —All Mill Men Are Invited to Send in 
Both Questions and Answers—A Free Exchange of Ideas Is Desired—By Active Co-operation 
This Department Can Be Made a General Clearing House for Information in Regard 
to Practical Paper Making. 
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When only a small quantity of sulphuric acid acts on the bleach- 
ing solution, hypochlorous acid is liberated. 

Hypochlorous acid is decomposed and yields its 
easily, and in so doing is reduced to hydrochloric 
acts less injuriously on the fibres than chlorine. 

Sulphate of alumina may be used with better results in pre> 
serving the strength of the fibres, probably due to the fact that 
the action being less violent there is less tendency to liberate 
the chlorine. 

Another feature of importance is that the hydrochloric acid 
does not remain long enough among the stock in the free state to 
do the fibres any injury. In case of rags, which have been imper- 
fectly washed and thus retain a large proportion of alkali, it is 
recommended that a less expensive acid, such as sulphuric, be 
used to neutralize the alkali before adding acetic acid. 

When using steam it is better to allow the bleach to become 
thoroughly mixed before heating it. The amount of bleach re- 
quired to give a good color varies with the quantity of dirt or 
coloring matter to be destroyed, and the treatment which the 
material has received in the boiler. Imperfectly boiled stock 
always consumes a much larger proportion before coming to a 
good color. 

Clean cotton and linen rags require from one to two per cent. 
calculated on the dry bleaching powder, while the coarser grades 
will require five to six per cent. The addition of a little alumina 
or sulphuric acid to the better grades of cotton and linen rags has 
the effect of killing the black threads. 

The most suitable vessel in which to conduct the extraction of 
the chlorine is a circular iron tank fitted with a mechanical agi- 
tator, so as to insure that all the powder may come in contact 
with the water. As chlorine is so liable to be decomposed by the 
action of light, the vessels should be fitted with a covering so as 
to exclude it as much as possible. The agitation should be kept 
up for at least two hours, and the time allowed for settling 
should not be less than seven or eight hours, as'a muddy solution 
is much less active than one which is clear, besides leaving a 
deposit of lime on the fibres, which is liable to cause unevenness 
in the subsequent sizing.

Testing for Alum and Chlorides 

Question No, 2327.— 

I would like to ask some reader of the Questions and Answers 
Department the following questions: How can I test paper to 
find out if there is alum present and also the presence of 
chlorides. 

Answer No. 2357.—To test paper for free sulphate of alumina 
half a sheet should be torn into small pieces and boiled in hot 
water until it is reduced to a pulpy state, when the contents of 
the small flask in which the boiling has been conducted should 
be poured on to a filter, and the pulpy mass well washed. The 
filtrate should next be boiled for a few minutes with a small 
quantity of ammonium chloride solution, together with a slight

He became one of the foremost manufacturers of paper 
in Pennsylvania, having first a mill on the Pennypack 
creek, Montgomery county, and then one in Manayunk 
where he made writing-paper until the mill was burned in 
1858. F. W. McDowell, son of Joseph McDowell, learned 
the trade in the mill of his father and during his long life 
was active in the business in Philadelphia, connected with 
the Megargees and Jessup & Moore. In the third genera- 
tion, Charles McDowell continued the business, 1916, in 
two mills where his grandfather began nearly a hundred 
years before. 

Paper-manufacturing in the southern states never at- 
tained great importance. Prior to the civil war the indus- 
try there did not exist much more than merely hopefully. 
Scattered mills were built and run in a desultory way in 
Kentucky, Tennessee, Texas, South Carolina and else- 
where, as has been noted on preceding pages of this his- 
tory, but that was about all.2** In 1847 the publishers of 
The New Orleans Bulletin announced that they were using 
paper manufactured by themselves at a “mill in the third 
municipality,” which they then believed was the only suc- 
cessful attempt to manufacture paper as far south as 
Louisiana.” But the United States census of 1850 did 
not find this mill. Two mills were then working in Georgia.

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sumption in that part of the country was over one hundred 
and fifty thousand pounds, fully one half the supply being 
drawn from Europe and from mills of the west. An entire 
suspension of newspaper publishing was at once imminent 
and the burning of the mill in Augusta, Ga., in 1863, the 
largest in the south, intensified the seriousness of the situ- 
ation. Other paper mills of the period were located in 
Richmond, Va., one in South Carolina, probably at Bath; 
and one in Marietta, Ga., operated by James Byrd, an 
uncle of William S. Whiteman, of Nashville. As wires 
and felts were not manufactured they were brought 
through the lines by blockade runners, being hauled in 
wagons through the mountains of Virginia, Kentucky, 
Tennessee and Georgia.” 

Most southern newspapers were compelled to suspend 
for lack of paper. Some of them managed to continue by 
reducing size and printing on any kind of paper that could 
be scantily procured. The experience of The Memphis 
Appeal, which was on the border line of hostilities, was 
unique. It became a moving establishment, shifting as the 


federal troops threatened, from Memphis, to Meriden, 


Granada, Jackson, Atlanta and Montgomery, traversing 
three states, with its office.

On Saturday, November 4, 1916, a party of 20 direct 
stockholders of Price Brothers & Company, Ltd., visited 
Kenogami, Quebec, by special train to view the paper mills. 
They arrived at 6.15 a. m., and after breakfasting at the com- 
pany’s staff-house, started a tour of inspection. This plant is 
very interesting at the present time because of the construc- 
tion work in progress to increase the mills’ output. The com- 
pany is building an addition to the machine room (270 x 100) 
so as to accommodate two extra paper machines, one of which 
is expected to be in operation in the Spring of 1917. 

This mill has had a wonderful production from the existing 
machines during the past year, and the installation of the new 
unit will increase the mill’s production to 75,000 tons of news- 
print annually, about 6,000 of which will be produced by the 
smaller mill at Jonquiere, at which important changes are in 
progress.

Additions are also being made to the sulphite plant, details 
of which will be made public later on. This mill is certainly 
advancing at a rapid pace and it is one of the most up-to-date 
and best-equipped plants on this continent. 

After inspection of the two mills, the party made a tour of 
the village to note the improvements made for the welfare of 
the workers, and during the afternoon they were entertained 
to a special moving picture program at the theater.

Canadian Paper Stocks Are Active 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Toronto, November 13, 1916.—The Toronto Paper Company and 
its Cornwall mill are sharing in the general prosperity in the paper 
world of Canada. At a meeting of directors on Friday last it was 
decided that conditions warranted an increase in the dividend for 
the half year ending December 31, and a rate of 3 per cent. was 
declared, compared with 2 per cent. for the first six months. This 
brings the rate back to the 6 per cent. basis existing between 
December 31, 1913, and June 30, 1914. The dividend after that 
was passed until June 30. The stock anticipated the declaration 
selling up during the week from 79 to 91, 

Spanish River came into the limelight last week—on the Stock 
Exchange—and over 15,000 shares changed hands. Several im- 
provements are being made to the plants of the company. At Sault 
Ste. Marie a third digester is being added to the sulphite mill, 
increasing the capacity to over 100 tons a day. At Espanola four 
new grinders recently put in are being operated, bringing’ the total 
to 28, and the output to 170 tons of ground pulp daily. At 
Sturgeon Falls three new water tube boilers are being put in posi- 
tion. The capacity here is now 200 cords a day. 

In the absence of the Finance Minister, Sir Thomas White, the 
customs expert, R. W. Breadner, has begun an inquiry into the 
news print situation, and it is expected a report will be ready about 
December 1. 


To make possible the extension of business, the Hampden Glazed 
Paper & Card Company, Holyoke, Mass., has awarded a contract 
to the Casper-Ranger Construction Company for raising the roof 
of the building to make room for an additional story.

Paper 


A general survey of the paper situation does not reveal any 
essential changes during the past week. Manufacturers continue 
to refuse quotations for next year’s delivery. The fact that prices 
are now at an unprecedented high mark does not lead to the 
belief that they have reached a limit. The general impression 
gathered from reports in trade circles is that the cost of paper 
will continue to climb upwards. Most of the reserve supply of 
mills has been used. The majority of the manufacturers are face 
to face with the difficult proposition of attempting to fill their 
orders from day to day production. This depletion of reserve 
stocks has already begun to force extra hardships upon those 
dealers who have been having some of their wants furnished from 
reserve stocks. All reports are to the effect that raw materials 
will tend to advance. As a consequence, paper manufacturers 
have a strong argument in favor of asking higher prices for their 
1917 output. 

The news print situation has not developed any changes for the 
better. The past few weeks have witnessed a gradual trend in 
the direction Comparatively speaking, the famine 
stage has been reached. There is no newsprint for the publisher 
who cannot afford to pay an extremely high price. There seems 
to be no reasonable hope that prevailing prices will suffer a fall. 
The increased cost of raw material and production, the insistent 
demand and abnormal consumption do not give strength to the 
idea that 1917 contracts will be renewed at former prices. There 
is a very strong probability that the Canadian Government will 
impose an export tax on their print paper, early in 1917. If such 
a tax is imposed it will add another bad feature to the situation. 
The national election, on account of its vacillating returns, caused 


of a famine. 


the daily press to consume an enormous amount of news because 
of the extra editions covering the uncertain returns. Prices have 
remained about the same during the week, although a few slight 
advances have been reported. 

The lull that has characterized the tissue market for the past 
ten days continues. Advance prices are being quoted, but trans- 
actions are not featuring the situation. The tendency of the job- 
bers seems to be that of following out a‘“watchful-waiting policy.” 
White tissue is in fair demand and exceptionally good prices are 
being obtained for this one grade. Indications point to a very 
active demand for tissues, to begin about November 30 when the 
holiday season opens. Wrappings have advanced a shade accord- 
ing to grades. The demand continues unabated and the mills are 
operating at record speed in their effort to cope with the demand. 
Because of the high cost of wrapping papers those merchants who 
use this article on a big scale have added a few cents to those 
goods that require wrapping. 

Prices in the writing paper market continue stiff with a ten- 
dency to advance. There is a strong demand present for the 
cheaper grades. But a general demand for all grades is antici- 
pated in the near future. Bonds and ledgers are enjoying an 
urgent demand. The extreme high prices of the first grades are 
causing an abnormal demand for the inferior grades. Book 
paper is scarce and it is very difficult to place orders for this 
article. The board market remains steady but higher prices and 
activities are looked for as soon as the holiday demands occur. 


Sulphite 


The urgent demand that has been present in this market for a 
long time shows no signs of slackening. Added to the abnormal 
demand is a shortage condition that seems to grow worse as each 


week goes by. Prices are stronger and in a few instances prices 


have moved up a notch. Domestic Bleached is being quoted at 
$7.25@8.00. Because the reserve supplies of domestic mills have 
been practically used up, consumers are forced to rely on the day- 
to-day production of the plants. Conditions that surround the 
importation of foreign pulp are not capable of providing a better- 
ment of conditions. The Swedish Government’s demand for a 
guarantee that her pulp will not be re-exported is already having 
an inconveniencing effect, because of the interference with cables 
to Sweden by British censor, What little Scandinavian product 
is reaching New York docks is the result of contract orders and 
therefore only a few who are thus protected are getting benefits 
Sulphate 

The general conditions in this market remain unchanged. The 
shortage continues to cut down trading. The mills are operating 
at record speed in an attempt to get the situation in hand. Many 
manufacturers are giving undivided attention to the orders now 
on file and consequently future orders are not receiving a very 
warm welcome, In the majority of cases the supply is sold ahead 
and the sulphate manufacturers are refusing orders point-blank 
Prices on foreign bleached and 
Kraft pulp is quoted at $6.25@7.00. 

Ground Wood 

The urgent demand for this scarce article continues unabated. 
The grinders have not been able to reach a place where their out- 
put can compare favorably with the demand. Because 
ditions now prevailing in the paper market this commodity has 
been in such urgent demand that the mills have practically used 
up their reserve supply and now with orders increasing every 
day, their daily output is unequal to satisfy the consumers’ needs 
Prices have not yet reached their highest level. Quotations range 
from $33.00 to $35.00 per ton f. 0. b. grinding mill.

excess of ammonia, when any sulphate of alumina will be pre- 
cipitated as a finely divided white precipitate. 

Should it be suspected that any of the chlorides, resulting from 
the decomposition of the bleaching powder solutions, are present 
in the paper, the simplest method of proving their existence is to 
precipitate them by means of silver nitrate solution, to which a 
few drops of pure nitric acid have been added. To do this the 
paper to be tested should be boiled with a small quantity of dis 
tilled water, and, after filtering, a few drops of the silver solution 
added to the filtrate. Should chlorides be present a white curdy 
precipitate will at once separate out, which, when exposed to the 
light, will soon become blackened.
